Thursday morning at 2:35 the 
spirit of Augustus G. Steele left 
its earthly body and p a ss e l! in 
peaceful slumber to an eternal life 
in the Kingdom of Heaven. 
The modesty that characterized 
his generous nature hid from pub­ 
lic view those deeds of kindness 
that make men great, until deatl 
claimed him, when tile nobility of 
his character and true

resolutions condemning

school books alleged to be nsud in the 
Southern schools as calculated to perpet­ 
uate prejudice against the Federal gov­ 
ernment over the events of the civil war. 
General John B. Gordon, commander* 
in chief of the United Confederate Vet­ 
erans, after carefully reading the ex­ 
tracts from school histories to which ex­ 
ceptions were taken by the Grand Array 
people, had this to say of the matter: 
“I think it would have l>oen better for 
tho Grand Army of the Republic com­ 
mittee to have given the name or names 
of the book or books from which tho ex­ 
tracts were taken and to have named 
the southern schools that were using 
those specific books. 
It is difficult for 
me to lu lieve that any respectable south­ 
ern teacher is knowingly using any 
bouk that is intended to perpetuate sec­ 
tional prejudice iu the minds of south­ 
ern children. 
“ Mom than SJO years ago, with the 
hearty approval of General R. E. Lee 
and, I believe, with tho sanction of our 
whole people, I made earnest and per­ 
sistant efforts to have banished from the 
south and north all sootiunal school 
book, and books which had any faint 
of bitterness against either section. 
“ Every move made by the United 
Confederate Veterans, of which orgaui 
Mtion I have the honor to be command­ 
er ami every recommendation made by 
our historical committee' has been to find 
ami sustain only such books as gave the 
truth of history without the slightest 
tinge of passion or prejudice against the 
north or the south.
